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TOWN HALL COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Standing Town Hall Committee, consisting of the Board of Selectmen, Trustees 
of Trust Funds, and three at-large members, was directed by the 1978 Town Meeting to 
study and submit a report on the subject of town offices, as a result of an article in the 1978 
Town Warrant recommending remodeling the Town Hall to accomodate Town Offices. 


CONCLUSIONS 


The committee unanimously concluded that the present Town Hall does not lend itself 
to remodeling to accomodate Town Offices. Not only is there no unused space which could be 
utilized, but on the contrary, the present hall is not large enough to hold the present voting 
population for Town Meeting; and no provisions have yet been made to accomodate 
handicapped persons at such meetings. In addition, there is little storage space for tables, 
benches and chairs when not required; and no provisions have been made to safeguard 
town records from loss. 

The committee further concluded that any new building or addition be compatible in 
architecture and style with the present hall, be as energy efficient as present technology 
permits, and provide ready access by handicapped persons. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The committe submits the following recommendations: 

1. The present carriage sheds be replaced with a 25 ft by 32 ft colonial style one-story 
building to accomodate Town Offices and committee meetings. 

2. A building, 10 ft in width, be continued across the full width of the present Town 
Hall to provide storage space, with access from the present lower hall; and a tool shed for the 
Town Sexton with access from the Town Cemetery. 

3. The present porch be raised to lower hall floor level; ramp access be provided to 
the porch; and the present center doors in the lower hall be reopened. 

4. Provide additional usable space for Town Meetings and provide for access to 
these meetings by handicapped persons by installing closed-circuit television in both upper 
and lower halls. 

5S. Use of revenue-sharing funds to the maximum extent possible, Joslin Town 
Building Trust Funds and Cemetery Trust Funds (for the Town Sexton Shed portion only) 
should cover the greater part of the cost of such recommendations. 


DISCUSSION 


A 25 ft by 32 ft office building would provide a 12 ft by 25 ft office for selectmen on 
the south side of the building, and would provide ample space for use of selectmen with 
current fire-proof files, and for waiting or audience use; two 8 ft by 10 ft glass-enclosed office 
sections for use of the Town Clerk and Tax Collector, each with desk, office chair, guest 
chair, book case and fire-proof file cabinet; and a 12 ft by 25 ft open meeting room for use by 
Town Committees with a conference table, chairs, fire-proof file cabinets and benches for 
audience or waiting. 

This building would encroach seven feet onto the present porch so that access to and 
from the present lower hall would be possible through a present door. No new toilet facilities, 
nor water would be needed in the new building.

The proposed building would have a poured foundation, frame construction with an 
approximate 10 ft ceiling height so that the eve line of this building would blend into the eve 
line of the porch. The building would be fully insulated under floor, in walls and over ceiling, 
would have vinyl siding over insulating board, and would have a 25 yr. asphalt shingle roof. 
The interior would have wood paneling over plaster board, and a drop ceiling with 2 ft by 
4 ft insulated tiles and flush fluorescent fixtures. Electric baseboard heat would be controlled 
by individual thermostats. 

Excavation of approximately 160 cu yds of dirt would be required; and approximately 
33 cu yds of concrete would be required for footings and foundation walls. 

Material costs for the office section would approximate $5,000; for the storage 
section, $800; and for the tool shed, $500. 

Furnishings for the office section, exclusive of fire-proof file cabinets would ap- 
proximate $2000. However, this figure might be reduced considerably if surplus equipment 
could be obtained from governmental sources. 

Closed-circuit television, consisting of two cameras and four monitors would cost 
in the order of $1500-$2000. 

List prices of 1-hr D-label 1750 degree 4 drawer fire-proof file cabinets are in the order 
of $650 each. The number of such cabinets required to hold town records cannot be ap- 
proximated at this time; but consideration should be given to installing a fireproof safe in the 
present selectmens’ office to hold all but current records. 

It has not been possible in the time available to get reasonable labor estimates for this 
project.

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SURRY POLICE DEPARTMENT 
From March 17, 1978 to December 31, 1978 


The Surry Police Dept. would like to report we had a relatively good year with no 
major problems. 

When I took office in March 1978, there were no records forwarded to me and I was 
told that there were none. Records are now being kept and all calls are being logged. They 
will become the property of the Surry Police Dept. and forwarded to the next Chief. 

Getting to know how much money was in the Police budget was a problem and I did 
not find out the exact amount until the Selectmen’s meeting in June. 

We had a contract with the Corps. of Engineers to patrol Surry Dam and recreation 
area which I think helped to keep problems down that had been popping up in the past. 
During the 120 days we patroled the Dam, I or my special patroled the town at different times 
of day and night for at least 1 hour totaling 120 hours or more which was not charged to 
the town. 

In ‘*78’’ I attended two Police Seminars sponsored by N.H. Police Standards & 
Training Council and received certificates for these. Spec. Officer Steve Goldsmith and I will 
be attending another training program starting Jan. 29, 1979. 

We had 174 calls to my house. Dog complaints were high, mostly because of stray 
dogs from other towns coming into the area and also barking complaints. There were 27 
house checks which are not charged to the town. At this time I would like to say I would 
appreciate knowing when townspeople will be away so we can keep a check on their homes. 
Also, if anyone notices anything unusual going on around town, don’t hesitate to report it to 
me. Even though this is only a part time Dept. there is usually someone to take the calls day 
or night.

REPORT FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1978 





Dear Friends: 


Perhaps you know someone who has had a visit from the North Cheshire County 
Home Health Service. In the last year alone, our nurses traveled 5,865 miles to make 638 
visits to provide health care right in people’s own home. 


Our Physical Therapist made 105 visits. Our Homemaker/Home Health Aide made 
72 visits to assist with the longer-term home health care. 


Altogether that makes 815 home visits for the fiscal year 1977-1978. 


In addition to the home visits, our Child Health Conference and Dental Program for 
preschool children are continuing. An adult health screening program was started in Oct- 
ober, 1977, in each town. This includes blood pressure and weight at each clinic. Addi- 
tional health screening tests will be given from time to time. Transportation can be arranged 
if needed. 


Our staff includes two nurses, Edith Hasbrouck, R.N. and Sandra Gourley, R.N., a 
Physical Therapist, Hilda deMoya, and a Licensed Practical Nurse, Paul Rocheleau. Dr. Gil- 
bert Fuld continues to serve as the pediatrician. 


Our services include nursing service, instruction in health care, and help with re- 
ferral to other health resources. You can call the office Monday through Friday from 9:00 


a.m. to 10:00 a. m. to talk with the nurse. The answering service is always available.
